Rudee Jetties 
Are Completed 



i-- 



* 'For all intents and purposes, 
Qie Jetty work at Rudee Inlet 
Is flnlBbed," said Dean Curtis, 
the City's coordinator for the 
Rudee Inlet Authority project. 

The construction of two long 
rock jetties jutting out Into 
the Atlantic Ocean at Rudee 
Inlet fan behind schedule be- 
cause of bad feather during the 
winter^ because the jetties 
continued to settle into the 
water. They are now stable, 
according to Curtis. 

Curtis noted that he expected: 
to "settle the accounts" with 
contractors by today on the work 
done on the jetties. The settle- 
ment would constitute final pay- 
ment for the work done. 

The next step in ttie con- 
struction of the newly-named 
Virginia Capes Marina is 19 
to the City Planning Commission 
and to City Council. The Plann- 
ing Commission will be asked 
Tuesday to approve rezonlng of 
the last parcels of land for 
the marina. Council will act 
on the request on April 8. 

Bids will be advertised with- 
in the next few days for ttie 
first work on the marina, con- 
tingent upon zoning approval, 
according to Curtis. Then work 
should begin by the end of April, 
if all goes according to present 
lAan.. 

"After that we hope we'll 
hear what the state is going 
to do about the fumls we've 
asked; tor," said Curtis. "But 
we're'^still going ahead anyway."

No Bids Yet 

Bids are now in the process 
of l>eing advertised for the 
leasing of v^city-owned marina 
on tongXcreek It was 
erroneously\|iat^ in last 
week's VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
that bids had alreacfy been 
advertised and were ready 
to be opened. 

Due to some errors and 
misunderstandings at City 
Hall the bids were not ad- 
.^ vertised earlier for opening 
on March 1, as had been 
originally stated and planned. 
Earlier planning had called 
for i five-year lease to be 
accepted for operation be- 
ginnihg on April 1 of this 
year. 

Now, according to a spokes- 
man for the City of Virginia 
Beach, it will be some weeks 
before the bids are opened 
and a lease awarded. 



Plans for completed con- 
struction of the marina have 
been abandoned for this sum- 
mer, although limited use by 
charter boats and the like is 
definitely expected, according 
to Curtis, while final work con- 
tinues. 

In addition to the Rudee 
project, it was announced this 
week that the state, through 
the CoiAmissioit of Game and 
Inland Fisheries, will build 
public boat launching facili- 
ties on near by Owl Creek. 

The estimated cost of tiie 
project is about $21,000, using 
no city funds. The facility will 
require four acres of land, and 
is part of the 35 acres of 
Camp Pendleton given by the 
state to Virginia Beach re- 
cently to be used as a sand 
erosion borrow area. 

City Budget 
Not Ready 
For Council 

Th^new operating budget for 
the city of Virginia Beach, again 
expected to set a new record 
high, win not be ready for 
presentation to Council Monday. 

The Finance Department is 
putting the finishing touches on 
the document, and it should be 
ready for the printers within 
the next few days, according 
to Giles Dodd, head of the 
department. 

City Manager W. Russell 
Hatchett had hoped to have the 
budget ready to drop on the 
desks of Counpllm^n at tb«fl«xt^ 
Council meetin g, imt a.^Bal3> 
of sniri pr«A»lflng TajTwi 
irooMBut. 

"I don't want^to release any 
of it until I am ready to give 
the entire pa<;|qige to City 
Council/'T^d llpiett, when 
queried ooncernihg^ contents. 

Budg^et hearings have been 
going on between Hatchett and 
the heads of various dty de- 
partmehts since early in Jan- 
uary. The School ^oardJI^et, 
drawn separately, Vais tmly re- 
cently presented to Hatchett, 
after approval by the Board. 

New School Suqpt. E. E. 
Brickell said he would not ire- 
lease th^ contents of the school 
budget until the City Manager 
was ready to make the contents

Brickell also noted that a 
story publishe(| in a Norfolk 
newspaper sometime ago about 
a propfOsed more than $18 
milli^ih school budget was 
somewhat in error and was 
published entirely prematurely.

Industries 
May Occupy 
City Site 

Within the next couple of 
weeks, the Industrial l-ark of 
Virginia Beach off Lv-nnhaven 
Road may have some tenants. 
L. Dean Curtis, executive dir- 
ector of the Virginia Beach 
Industrial Authority says he 
hopes deeds will be signed in 
a few days. 

"We already have a sizeable 
down payment on three tracts 
of land^' &aid Curti.-:. "One of 
the companies will require two 
of the 2 1/2-afTe sites. The 
other will occupy onp site." 
Curtis ,said he was not at 
liberty to divulge the names of 
the companies until they them- 
selves made the announcements. 
He would only describe them 
as manufacturers. 

The two companies will be 
the first two to purchase land 
in the park set aside for in- 
dustry about two years ago. 

"Interest has been quite high 
in the site since the Virginia . 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway 
opened," said Curtis. 

The site is also accessible 
to railroad tracks and major 
highways, according to Curtis. 
It lies just north of the Express- 
way at the Lynhaven exit. 

The aggregate capital invest- 
ment in the two new plants in 
the industrial park, including 
buildings and land, ,will be about 
$500,000, Curtis said. Together 
the tow will eventually employ 
about 150 people-.

Somehow or other, to build 
a brand new airport a few 
yards from an existing one 
right in the very middle of 
a city doesn't add up exactly 
right, even if highly-trained 
and highly -paid consultants 
want to see Norfolk spent $12 
million that way. 

We do not suggest that the 
present inadequate Norfolk air- 
port cannot go on being used 
safely forever, even If It is 
in a heavily populated .area. 
We have been lucky with the 
fairly limited amount of air 
traffic sd fc|r...but that is going 
to get far worse. 

The report also says it is 
cheaper to build there where 
the residents of the area and 
the Botanical Gardens are al- 
ready up In arms than to go 
elsewhere and start over. That 
may well be because of the 
cost of real estate, but does 
it really make sense to build 
a major air terminal in a place 
where it can never expand 
again...as it must? 

And then there's that appli- 
cation for a new Metropolitan 
desjgnationfof the airport. How 
con it serve all of us well? 
It will only then be near to 



Norfolk, not the rest of us. 
Gentlemen, we are not con- 
^_5ultants. We are not airport 
f pionfi^. We are not airline 
y representatives. But we are 
citizens of Virginia Beach, the 
city that in 20 years will be 
the largest city in Virginia. 
And we still have lots of land, 
as does our neighbor of Ches- 
apeake, for a fine airport. Met- 
ropolitan or otherwise. 

The time has come now for 
everyone in the area to stop 
being so interested in "Self". 
We must get a new airpor 
somewhere to serve all of us 
And we just cannot see ex- 
pansion on the present site so 
that in another 10 years, more 
inadequacy will develop. 

Surely, Virginia Beach nee 
its own airport. Thereare those 
who are working toward that 
aim, however slowly. And we 
also are in the perfect spot for 
the next international air ter- 
minal if we work it right and 
show genuine interest. 

We cannot afford to drag our 
feet on this one. We must get 
moving now. And we must look 
again at the $12 million mis- 
take that could be made In 
Norfolk.

member of the staff is Mrs 
Ginger Lee, "Girl Friday" who 
handles office^ correspondence, 
records which are kept irf the 
office, and channels complaints 
to the inspector assigned to 
that category of investiga- 
tion. 

The Fire Prevention Bureau 
was formed at the time of 
the merging of Virginia Beach 
and Princess Anne County. The 
Bureau comes under the direc- 
tion of the city's Public Safety 
Director, and operates with 
funds provided by allocations 
within the City budget. Chief 
Holland told the VIRGINIA, 
BEACH SUN he^ requested 
an additlcHud man iii the Bureau, 
providing the next City budget 
winperntit. 

At least one qf the Inspectors 
respond to all major fires in 
the city, not only to investigate 
the cause of the fire being 
questionable or of a suspicious 
nature, Iwt to render whatever 
assistance possible in fighting 
any fire. The Inspectors auto- 
maticaUy respond to any fire 
wHMgMKAVes injury o)r death 
ptj^ilj0tt8oa» Investigation of 
a. nm not only consists of 
examinit^ material or structure 
involved in fhe fire, as weU 
as pboto^aphlng same, but the 
interviewing of persons who 
may have occupied the structure 
and any one who may have 
witnessed the fire. 

Reports of the activities of 
the Bureau, and their findings 
during investigations, as well 
as the inspections of buildings 
l>eing c(Mistructed meeting fire 
safety requirements are sub- 
mitted c^' a regular schedule 
to the PubUc Safety Directors 
Oflice. Reports of fire investi- 
gations are of a confidential 
nature and are not open for 
public use, however the public 
is entitled to reports of any 
inspection activities. 

The longest, and most in- 
volved investigation, recently 
handled l^y the Bureau is of 
the fire'wWch damaged the

Holland told the VIRGINU 
BEACH SUN "th a t fire r op r o- 



sented the biggest loss since 
fQ|[nation of the Bureau, and 
wa! declared the largest fire 
loss in the State last year." 

In addition to being c6ncerned 
with fire prevention and investi- 
gation, the Bureau also provides 
escorts for trucks which trans- 
port, explosives through the city. 
The issuing of various permits 
is also handled by the Bureau. 

Such permits concern the 
/ public burning of leaves 'and 
^ trash, storage of hazardous 
materials, construction of 
underground tanks for storage 
of inflammable liquids, the in- 
stallation of commercial "LP" 
gas systems, and making certain 
tents which are put up in the 
city for public assemblies are 
raised in a manner which wiU 
provide safety for occupants. 
The great concern over fire 
prevention was illustrated when 
Chief Holland pointed out the 
amount of time spent in appear- 
ances in schools of the city and 
during meetings of civic grc^iqs 
in a constant urging of pro- < 



tectio% ^apiBSt Ifi^^ of Uto ,^ 
p r Oi>e M*«->6oittiM '«t^l%- 
Holland said^ "tIteciimfdestiMi 
to stop a fire is to prevem 
it before it starts. We urge 
all family's and business own- 
ers, to outline a plan of several 
escape routes from their build- 
ings in the event of a fire, 
and hold practice drills over 
these escape routes as a life 
(Saving factor." 

X According to Holland one of 
the^iggest concerns of the 
^omu is the leaving of young 
children unattended in homes or 
other buildings. Examples were 
cited in the loss of young lives 
when children were unguarded 
for only a few minutes. Statis- 
tics indicate an increasing 
number of deaths attributed to 
fire. While Virginia Beach has 
recorded only two fatalities in 
fires thus far this year, there 
were ten in the city last year, 
as/compared to nine during the

Soil Is 
Essential 

BLACKSBDRG-Soil is a fas- 
cinating material which is 
essential for human life. Plants 
growing in tiie soil suRily the 
food we eat, the beautiful 
flowers we enjoy in our homes, 
and the grass, shrubs and trees 
we use for landscaping. Let's 
examine the soil closely mi 
discover how it functions to 
provide so many good things 
for us. 

Soil Is composed of three 
ingredients; {articles of broken 
rock, organic matter and mic- 
roorganisms. When water and 
air are present In proper 
amounts, this mixture provides 
physical and nutritional support 
for plants. 

The texture of the soil, which - 
really refers to the size of 
its rock particles, is the most 
important feature in deter- 
mining whether it is good or 
poor for a garden. This par- . 
tide size varies from sand 
which is coarse, to silt which 
is fine and to clay which is 
very fine. 

Coarse sandy soils are in- 
fertile and hold very little 
jaater. Clay, on the other hand. 





with its very fine texture, is 
quite fertile. The particles pack 
closely together and hold large 
amounts of water. Clay soils 
are heavy and hard to work. 
Silt is between sand and clay 
In fineness and also in its 
fertility. and water- holding 
capacity. 

Organic matter is a very 
important material because it 
adds fertility and improves the 
water-holding capacity of sandy 
soils. It is also very useful 
in clay soils because it loosens 
them and makes them easier 
to work. 

Loam is the ideal soil type 
which is composed of a mix- 
ture of sand, silt, clay and 
organic matter. It is ideal be- 
cause the sand provides aera- 
tion and drainage, and the silt, 
clay and organic matter give 
fertility and water-holding, 
capacity. 

In your home garden you 
cannot easily change the amount 
.Qf sand or clay in your soil. 
Howiever, by using organic 
matter, y^u can improve either 
one and mdci-lllSfsiM^: pro- 
ductive and easier to work. 

The best way to improve soils 
is to use an organic mulch such 
as sawdust, peat moss or leaves 
during the growing season. In 
the fall, cut your old vegetable 
and flower plants into pieces 
Ibout six to eight inches long 
and leave this trash on your 
garden as a winter mi^ch. Plow 
the mulch and trash into the 
soil in the spring, along with 
a liberal application of ferti- 
lizer. In a few years, you will 
have a rich mellow soli which 
will be the envy of your gar- 
dening neighbors.

month.

City Attorney Hairy Marshall 
is trying to settle the matter 
• of city liftf-nsf' rlecals for aiito- 
mobilps of non - resident mil- 
itary personnel.

Accordiiif; to law all residents 
of the city, military or other-i 
wise, are required to purchase 
and display in the proper man- 
ner Uie $10 tag.

Cardiac patients at thelws^

The older equipment did not 
opa?ate on demand, but con- 
tinued to function regardless 
of thef'priesence of normal car- 
difcr ^activity in the patient. 

The' new demand pacemaker 
will Ije used to temporarily 
"tide^ver" a heart patient, 
generating pacing pulses only 
when the patient's intrinsic

On Closing the Gap 



The following editorial Is reprinted from tRe Virginia School Boards Association Newsletter , 
published at the University of Virginia in Charlottesville. W.H. Seawell is the editor. 



Quite a bit has been heard in the Common- 
wealth since the Governor's Confereoce on 
Education which was held In October, 1966, 
about, "closing the gap" in the extremely 
varying quality of public education offered 
the children and youth In the local school 
divisions In Virginia. Admittedly, tremendous 
progress has been made State wide during 
the past two years to improve the total quality 
of public education. Unfortunately, little has 
been done to "close the gap" between those 
school divisions at the low end of the scale 
and those at the hif^ end. It .is predicted, 
further, that this "gap" will become more 
pronounced before the end of the current 
blennliim and will widen even more during 
Uie subsequent biennlum. 

The reason for this is quite obvious. Vir- 
ginia and Virginians are not committed to 
"closing the gap". The rational for "closing 
the gap" Is really quite simple and it includes 
three steps: (1) determine the dollar need for 
establishing a minimally acceptable quality of 
educational program in each locality, (2) deter- 
mine the amount of local money that would 
hi raised in each Jocallty be requiring a 



reasonable uniform minimum tax levy on an 
equalized tax base, and (3) subtract (2) from 
(1) and let the State provide the difference, 
if any. This may appear to be oversimplified; 
however, nO attempt at obfUscation can alter 
the basic facts: 

During the first year of the current bi- 
eonlum, 1966-67, an amount of $41,768,363 
was aivroprlated to be returned to the locali- 
ties on an equallEation basis (the principle 
Med for "closing the gap"). For that year, a 
total amount for operating expenses of the pub- 



lic schools of $260,297,840 was appropriated 
at the State level. The amount returned to the 
localities on the basis of need, effort, and 
ability represented approximately 16% of the 
total appropriation. 

Under the Governor's proposal for the 
first year of the next biennlum, 1968-69, an 
amount of $44,204,183 of a total of $360,781, 
320 will be returned to the localities on the 
basis of need, effort, and ability. This re- 
presents approximately 12% of the total pro- 
posed appropriation. In other words, the only 
State money that would help "close the gap" 
when considered percentage wise, has been 
reduced by one-fourth! 

Admittedly, not much now can be done 
about the current situation. It could have been 
done when the tax base was expanded two years 
ago; thus, "what might have been" remains "the 
saddest word of tongue or pen." 

It Is recommended, however, that some- 
thing be done. Many seem to think that tlie 
$20,000,000 proposed for establishing kinder- 
gartens will not be spent during the subsequent 
MeQiiliiiA. R is^ mt- proposed that any money 
be taken from Qte kindergarten pfogram; how- 
ever, if it is found by a careftil analysis that 
the entire amount will not be spent for kinder- 
gartens durli^c the subsequent biendum, ttif 
excess should be used to increase the $110 per 
pupil A.D.A. allowance in the formula for dis- 
tributing the Basic School Aid Fund to $115 for 
the first year of the biennlum, and then. If pos- 
sible Increase the $115 allowance per piq^ in 
A.D.A. to $1^ for the second year of ttie bi- 
ennlum. This procedure would be of some 
Iielp In "clMing the gap".

Agree on Shamrocks 

Shades of shamrocks and shillelairhs' J^ 

Did you know that St. Patrick's Day does not commemorate 
his birth or a momentous occasion ^))ut is actually the date 
of his death? It seems a shame for Irishmen to be so happv 
about the day of their hero's death. 

In Ireland March 17 is a national t^oliday. Green signified 
the undyine gratitude to his memory, and the shamrock is 
worn to Commemorate its use by St. Patrick as a symbol of 
the Holy Trinity. 

According to tradition, he used the isliamrock to explain 
the Trinity: three leaves were the three parts of the Trinity, 
and the stem was the godhead— thus the three in one. 

One legend credits him with banishing all snakes from Eire 
except one old serpent who refused to leave--even for St. 
Patrick. Supposedly he made a box and asked the snake to 
enter it. The snake did to prove it was too small for comfort. 
St. Patrick quickly sfiut the lid and threw the last snake into 
the sea. 

According to Roman Catholic authorities, Patrick was born 
at Kilpatrick, Scotland. But according to the book you read, 
the date was either in 387 or 389. They can't agree on his 
death either. It was March 17, alright, but it was in 461 or 
493 (which would have made him more than 100 years old). 

At 16 Patrick was captured by Irish marauders, and sold 
as a slave to a cMeftaln of what is the present County Antrim. .• 
During his six years in servitude he learned the Celtic lang- 
uage. He escaped, then fled to Britain. 

- From there he went to the monastery of St. Martin at Tours 
where he became a monk and remained until he was com- 
missioned by Pope Celestlne to work in Ireland. 

The Druids were afraid of him and tried to capture him, 
but he escaped and made his way to his old master to whom 
he paid the price of his freedom. Patrick preached, taught 
and organized parishes in Ireland Q2 times captured l)y 
DruidsV until his death. v 

Celebration of St. Patrick's Day began in this country in 
Boston with the Charitable Irish Society founded in 1737, 
The Frlemlly sons of St. Patrick, founded in Philadelphia in 
1780, and In New York in 1784 took up the celebration.

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SeventeeD combat fliers wltb 
attack squadron 35, wtio were 
nominated for a total of t 
Silver Star Medals and 68 Dis- 
tinguished Flying Crosses while 
flying over North Vietnam, are 
returning to the Gulf of Tonkin 
with two questions burning in 
their memory: "Why Vi^nam?" 
and "Why you again?" 

Sometimes the perplexity be- 
comes even more personal to 
other servicemen who ask them- 
selves, "Why me?" 

However, a Navy flier, at his 
request, will be relieved of 
flying duties. And, depending 
upon the circumstances, the 
decision will not endanger his 
career or promotional oppor- 
tunity. 

This freedom of choice to 
remove himself from the dan- 
gers of combat makes every 
Navy flier a volunteer. So the 
questions, "WhyVietnam?''and 
"Why you?" take oh a different* 
significance to those in the 

The attitude of Cmdr. Glenn 
E. Kollmann of Virginia Beach 
is typical of that of many fliers. 
The commander of the Black 
Panther squadron has been 
shocked by the "why you?" 
question asked by friends upon 
learning he was returning to 
combat. ''The first few times 
1 was asked that questipn," 
he said, "I was rather shocked 
because I considered the friends 
to be Weil-informed with an 
appreciation of world affairs 
and national commitments. I 
also thought them to be in- 
dividuals of normal moral de- 
velopment. 

"My reasons are simple, 
continued Ko 11 man, who de- 
scribes himself as Pacifist by 
nature". "They are my moral 
obligation and commitment to 
our nation. I identify myself 
with theobiigations of the United 
States to honor its commitments 
with foreign nations all over 
the world. 

The other second tour fliers 
in CDR Kollmann's squadron 
placed more emphasis on the 
personal aspects of their 
presence In the combat zone. 
."National commitments," 
"Communist aggression" and 
"political considerations" are 
phrases that have been mostly 
lost in the routine of daily 
combat missions. Missile 
i^ightings and flak concentra- 
tions now have become common 
- in the flier vocabulary. 

to these men, most of whom 
have flown over 100 missions, 
the war is the immediate con- 
sideration.^ Bombs are dropped, 
missiles are fired, some air- 
craft are hit and others are 
lost. 

Each day and each flight Is 
a complete event within Itself. 
Few of the men make detailed 
plans for the distant future.

Bids were opened, schools 
were named and personnel 
changes were approved at the 
School Board nfeetlng Tuesday 
afternoon.

The State Library survey of 
library facilities in Virginia 
Beach has pointed out discrep- 
encies in the system, most l3f 
which we knew without the sur- 
vey. At present these discrep- 
encies are not terribly serious, 
but unless the recommendat- 
ions of the study are followed, 
the city may be badly lacking 
in the future. 

iSchool llbrarTes are curricu- 
lum-oriented. Branch librar- 



ies, such as we now have, are 
inadequate to the needs of the 
older student or the researcher. 
We must, therefore, think In 
terms of a large central lib- 
rary for our city, not necess- 
arily In cooperation with Other 
Tidewater cities asreipommen- 
ded by the report. 

By 1985, Virginia Beach will 
be the ^largest city in Virginia. 
It must by then have a lib- 
rary, rivaled by none. This 
can only be done if the plan-

Obviously the branch librar- 
ies we already have are filling 
a desperate need, but they must 
be filled with books, expanded 
and better staffed. Libraries 
are an important part of the 
education of our young people.

The publication and sale of obscene ma- 
terial is BIG business in America today. De- 
generate sex pictures and pornographic litera- 
ture, covertly peddled and sold in most cities 
and communities, net greedy smut merchants 
millions of dollars annually. 

It is impossible to estimate the atnount of 
harm to impressionable teenagers and to assess 
the volume of sex crimes attributable to porn- 
ography, but its influence is extensive. Sexual ' 
violance is increasing at an alarming pace. 
M any parents are deeply concerned about con- 
ditions which involve young boys and girls in 
sex parties and illicit relations. While there 
is no official yardstick with which to measure 
accurately the reasons for increases in any 
criminal violation, we must face reality. Porn- 
ography, in all its forms, is one major cause 
of sex crimes, sexual aberrations, and per- 
versions. 

' Is our society becoming so wicked that we 
are turning from virtue and integrity toimmor- 
alttraiHidegradation^T^^re we becoming morally 
bankrupt and letting our principles of conduct 
and decency deteriorate? Are we forsaking the 
simple teachings of ^ight over wrong and 
good over bad? >- 

Let us look about us. In the publishing 
theatrical, and entertainment fields, are the 
good, enlightening, and educational qualities 
of their products being overshadowed, by too 
much emphasis on obscenity, vulgarity, incest, 
and homosexuality:' Many people believe this 
to be true. But thu legitimate productions 
of these mwlia art- rather mild when -com- 
pared with th>.' ■•haid-rore"|)ornographv Hood- 



ing the country In the forms of films, "play- 
ing" cards, "comic" books, paperbacks, and 
pictures. Such filth in the hands of young 
people anci curious adolescents does untold 
damage, and leads to disastrous consequences. 
Police officials who have discussed this 
critical problem with me unequivocally state 
that lewd and obscene material plays a mo- 
tivating role in sexual violence. In case after 
case, the sex criminal has on his person or 
in his possession .pornographic literature or 
pictures. Under these comiilions, it is not 
surprising to note that forcible rape in 1966 
increase^l 10 percent over the 1965 total, 
a violation bccuirin:; nvery 21 minutes. Since 
1960, forcible rape has increased 50 percent. 
Obviously, all that is being done to combat 
the sale and traffic ig ohscne material in 
the Nation Is not enough. Sound and workable 
laws are needed, and, where they do exist, 
they should be vigorously enforced. Since many 
courts seem to Judge obscenity on the basis 
of the moral standards in the community, the 
public has a vital role In upgrading the level 
of community morality. When obscene material 
Is discovered. It should be exposed and ciU- 
2ens should complain to prop^ authorities. 
When pornography Is received in the mails, 
postal authorities should be adylsed. Citizens 
should come forward^ and cooperate in the 
prosecution of offenders. 

Obscene material is indeed evil, but it is 
not a necessary evil. If the illicit profits 
in pornography were, replaced with stiff pun- 
ishments for the filth purveyors, this evil 
would be brought imder control.

The Blackwater .Volunteer 
Fire Department hkd it's be- 
ginning 10 years s^o when a 
group of men remained after a 
church service and decided a 
^e department should hT 
formed to offer prelection to 
residents of the- community. 
The idea quickly ■ spread to 
nearly every corner of the 
community, comDified with a 
drive for public dohatibns to 
support sifdi an oi/eration. 

A decision was made to locate 
the fire department "station 
house" on Blackwater Road 
where the old Blackwater 
elementary schtibl was located, 
which was to ^e torn down. 
Through the uise of (he publfe 
doiiations a cinder block build- 
ing was erected for the housing 
of a "1942" pumper-tanker 
mgine which was obtained from 
the Navy as the department's 
first piece dt fire fighting 
equipment, bcidentally, that or- 
i^nal truck is still housed ait 
the station house and along with 
another tanker pumper HiKk, 
plus one' ambulance make up 
the equlpmentv^used by the 
department. 

These facilities servedneeds 
of the department until five 
years ago,when it was necessary 
to build a "maintenance garage"

available nearby ponds. Contos 
also said owners of boats moor- 
ed at these locations have 
offered immidlate use of their 
craft by the Blackwater Vol- 
unteers in the event of any 
emergency, and that "we have 
been lucky so far and haven't 
had to use these boats". 

Communications also creates 
difficulty in operation of the 
department, since many times 
phone lines are busy resulting 
in delaying notification of the 
scene of a fire. Chief Contos 
told the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
"Residents could help us 
this by calling the city's fire 
headquarters as soon as they 
find a building, or woods, on fira 
and report the exact location of 
the fire. The dispatcher could 
then alert us by signalling with 
the siren at the station house 
and alerting the men by use of 
a monitor system. Residents 
should remember the phone 
number to use In such an emer-

Today the department head- 
quarters also serves as a 
"community center". The 
portion of the building used for 
regidar meetings by Black- 
water Volunteers also serves 
for public meetings of com- 
munity groups, as the area's 
election headquarters and for 
recreational activities, includ- 
ing teenage dances which are 
held twice a month. 

The Blackwater Volunteer 
Fire Department's constitut- 
ional officers consist of Arnie 
Werner, president; Norwood 
Shirley, vice president; and J. 
L.. Parsons who serves both as 
secretary and treasurer John 
Contos is "chief" of the de- 
partment, an office he has held 
for the past six years, and is 
assisted in administration of 
the department by JohnCahoon', 
who serves as assistant chief. 

The Blackwater Dept. is one 
of the few volunteer fire de- 
partments in the city which does 
not have a ladies auxiliary, 
of a rescue squad. However 
every man of the department 
does respond to emergency 
calls requiring medical or am- 
bulance services. 

Chief Contos speaks very 
highly of the men of the de- 
partment. He told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN, "The morale of 
the men is very good and they 
are very proud of tlj,eir company, 
and that while everything is so 
wide open here, and emergency 
calls involve long distances 
from the station, the men really 
respond to an aiarm and move 
as quickly as possible when 
they are needed". / 

Contos added, "The men al- 
ways show an eagerness to im- 
prove themselves by attending 
training sessions at City-spon- 
sored fire schools, as well as 
demonstrationt infighting diff- 
erent types ojf fires, and that 
the me^ learn very quickly."

Q. When is the time to feed 
my azaleas and camellias? - 
Mrs. R.M.G., Bay Shore Road 

A. Right now. Azaleas and 
camellias should be fed twice 
a year; before they bloom (usu- 
ally February) anff after they 
bloom (May). Some people like 
a third feeding just before the 
end of June. Be sure to buy a 
special azalea-c a m e 1 1 1 a food 
and do not use too much, since 
azaleas are very particular. 
Try one of the new systemic 
plant foods that keep off aphids, 
leafhoppers, whiteflies, spider 
mites« thrips, and lacebugs. 

Q. I see tulips coming up 
and blooming. Ls now the time 
.to plant them? - JRT, Kemps- 
:vllle. 

A. No, the fall is the time 
to plant tulips -but, now is the 
time to look over the^iulips 
you see in bloom and pick out 
the varieties you want to ulant 
this fall. You senior 6itn&^ 
can remember when W^h- 
Swartz's department store used 
to ship In tulip blooms frorar 
Holland in the spring and you 
could select the varieties you 
wanted to plant In the fall. 
You can do the same thing 
this spring by watching the 
varieties your friends grow. 
In this area, most tulips will 
bloom only one season, since 
our winters are not cold enough 
to give tulips the dormant 
period they need to bloom every 
spring, as they do in the north. 

Q. This time of year 1 have 
no flowers for the house. Are 
there any that will be in bloom 
.soon? - Mrs. W.O., Aragona ^ 

A. Yes, many. Virginia is 
truly the garden state in the 
spring. You can have some 
blooms right Hpw by clipping 
some flowerin^\ quince, for- 
sythla, or pussy willow and 
bringing it into the house and 
"forcing" the blooms. Within 
a few :days7^it will be 4n fall 
bloom j^ kept In a warm spot. 
You can also pick jonquil buds 
and they will open up fister 
in the house.

FEED LAWN - The first 
thing to do is feed your lawn. 
Now is the time to fertilize 
the first time. That, plus rain, 
will green your lawn up again. 
Many good products are on the 
market, but you should get one 
high In nitrogen such as a 
24-6-6, A popular ' analysis 
In this area has always been 
8-8-8. That means equal a- 
mounts of nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash—the three primary 
plant foods. Grass does not 
need plant food in that ratio, 
however, so be sure to buy 
one high In nitrogen. . 

PREVENT CRABGRASS -If 
you have crat)grass, use one 
of the new crat)grass preveri-^ 
ters now. After crabgrass 
starts, there really is no effec- 
tive way to stop it, despite 
what you read in the ads. But 
it can be stopped before It 
^jarts wjth the new p re-emer- 
gent crabgrass controls. They 
prevent the crabgrass seed 
from germinating. But they 
must be applied early. A rule 
of thumb Is to use them before 
forsythla blooms fall. As yciu 
know, forsythla is about ready 
to bloom. Ask for one that con- 
tain Tupersan— DuPont's new, 
effective crabgrass preventer 
that allows you toseedthesame 
day. If you are not seeding, 
you can get one containing Dac- 
thal, which is al^o>^e^y effec- 
tive. But if yoi|/needtO do any 
seeding, be sure to use t(ie 
Tupersan product. It is some- 
times harmful to Bermuda 
grass, so if you have Bermuda, 
be careful. 

If your lawn needs raking, 
be sure to do it before you 
apply the cral)grass preventer. 
The new crabgrass jireventers 
form a tiny invisible film over 
your lawn. Any raking will break 
this blanket and allow crab- 
grass to creep in. 

SEEDING - If you have bare 

spots, be^wce to re-seed them , 

nowj^^.Y6u should have really ' 

Hfr it last ml, for fall is a 
much better tune to seed. If 
you did not, however, be sure 
to seed the thin and bare spots 
at ono^ Delaying means the 
seed Is less likely to germ- . 
inat e. 

As to variety of grass, there 
are several mixtures blended 
for this area by local seedsmen. . 
We have found that one of two ■. 
turf combinations are best— : 
either an all Kentucky 31 fes- 
cue lawn - or a combination 
of Bermuda in the summer and 
rye in the winter. 

Kentucky 31 is a thrifty grass; 
grows well in shade, and stays 
green all'wlnter. It does some- 
times not do as well in full 
sun. 

If you have very little shade, 
we recommend Bermuda in full 
sun, because you are eventually 
going to get it anyway. You ^ 
can seed Bwmuda now, al-^' 
though It does not germinate^^ 
until the weather warms up 
considerably. Either hulled or 
unhulled seed is available. If ' 
you seed now, unhulled seed 
costs less and is just as good. 
Later on, be sure to buy the 
hulled seed.

In a sauce- 
pan combine ' ^ cup beef bouillon, 1 cup dry white wine, one 
4-ounce stick of butter, 3 tbsp. lemon juice and ' a tsp. ground 
pepper. (If you wish to omit the wine, substitute 1 cup bouil- 
lon and increase the lemon juice to 6 tbsp. ) Bring to boil and 
simmer. Cook until butter is melted. Just before serving add 
''4 cup minced parsley and I4 cup chopped chives. Now your 
steak is read.y"to carVe. Cut steak in diagonal sl{cef« at about 
a 30° angle. Serv^ steak on a warm iriatter and sauce in a 
gravy boat. Serve together.

TJiLs man 
was one of the most devoted 
I have ever met. . .A happy hus- 
band, a proud father andadedi- 
cated American, fighting for 
his country as the Sicipper of 
the VA35 "Blacic Panther" 
carrier squadron. 

We met Cdr.Kollmannin.Jan- 
uary of this year aboard the 
aircraft carrier USS Enter- 
prise. The Enterprise was 
carrying this reporter, along 
with 14 other newsmen to Pearl 
Harbor. KoUmann was headed 
for Vietnam. It was his second 
time around. 

When the sicipper of the Black 
Panther learned that I was a- 
board and from Virginia Beach, 
he went out of his way to make 
our trip most enjoyable and 
productive. It was natural. < 



In a squadron, supported bv a 
mechanljeal crew that "kpjjt 
them flying day and night." 

The enthusiasm of this man 
was contagious. During the 
four-day ride on the Enterprise 
I never missed an opportunity 
to talk with Kollmann. We dis- 
cussed many things, ranging 
from. his beloved A6A Intruder 
jet, the end of the war and 
finally, retirement. 

Kollmann, rightly so, was 
proud of his accomplishments 
during his iiiitial tour in Viet- 
nam; 98 logged missions; a 
Distinguished Flying Cross and 
a record of bringing his squad- 
ron back intact can make a man 
feel good. 

Just before leaving the ship 
at Pearl Harbor 1 asked the 
skipper to pose with me beside 
his jet bomber.

Campers 
Win Prize 



Two Virginia Tech students 
were named winners of the 
eighth annual $5,000 ReyiK>lds 
Aluminum Prize for Architec- 
tural Students for their design 
of an easy-to carry "Inflatable 
Camper." 

They are Charles R. Ansell, 
23, of Virginia Beach, and John 
W, Bradford, 21, of Arlington, 
Both are fourth-year students 
in Virginia Tech's College of 
Architecture, and are the first 
Virginia students to wip the nat- 
ional award. 

Their "Inflatable Camper," 
made of aluminum -impregnated 
plastic, is designed to inflate 
into an eight-foot-high dome 
with a 19-foot diameter, com- 
plete with inflated floor. Both 
dome and floor are inflated with 
gas, produced by a simple 
chemical reaction. 

The design also includes a 
"living kit," comprised of a 
pressurized water tank, sink, 
propane gas light and heat, 
cooking plate, cleaning system 
and disposal unit. 

The entire unit, camper, floor 
and living kit, folds to suit- 
case size and weighs only 50 
pounds.

Brickell 
Predicts 
Changes 

"I v?l^l have quite a few re- 
^mmendations to make to the 
April meeting of the School 
Beard," said Virginia Beach 
School Supt. E.E. Briclcell. 

The report, while giving 
much credit to school officials 
for the job done in the past 
in a rapidly-growing area, said 
there was an overall need for 
, tevamping responsibility of top 
officials for increased effect- 
iveness in the structure. 

Overlap of responsibility was 
noted as the most Klarine error. 
It was recommended that more 
definite and specific outlines be 
made for the officials. In add- 
ition, the report also called for 
the hiring of additional top men 
as it projected the needs of 
the system over the next 10 
years fo as many as 80,000 
students, almost triple the 
number now in school. 

Bricliell called- the report 
a "good one", but said that any 
report of its Idnd "tends to the 
ideal" and he «aid that even 
the consultants knew that. He 
added that any report of this 
kind must deal with position, 
not personality. 

Just what recommendations 
he will make, Brickell declinki 
to say until the School Board 
was made aware of them, but 
he Indicated he would follow- 
the report rather closely.

Now that City Councilm-^u

Financt' Di.vrtor Giles IXidd. 

They get thtir ohanc*' to .isk 
tonight at anc^h^r informal 
meeting UtheBaysidi? Police 
Precinct on Iniepeidence Boul- 
evard. After the fornwl presen- 
tation at the regular Council 
meeting Monday, most Council- 
men indicated they hid not hail 
time to study the document in 
detail, but those who had said 
they considered it a "tight 
budget",-^^wi?l l"drawr 

Council set a public heafing 
on the budget at the next re- 
gular meeting on Aprit 8, at 
2 p.m., and it is presumed that 
Councilmen and all in'er ested 
parties will ha\?e a chiince to 
wade fully throui^h the inch- 
and-a-quarter thick document 
by that time. 

That the $35.9 million budget 
set a new record, "$7.5 million 
higher tham last year, came as 
no surprise. That the school 
budget also set a new record, 
$4 million higher than last year, 
also came as no surprise. And 
that taxes were increased, 41.7 
to 66.7 per cent, came only 
as a mild surprise. Only the 
rate raised a few eyebrows. 
The increase had been expected. 

In presenting the budget to 
Council, Hatchett said, "We 
must remember we are build- 
ing and developing out city and 
extending services over a short 
period of years comparable to 
the accomplishments of cities 



of such size which have been 
ill the making for a hundred 
years or more."' 

He added that Virginia Beach 
lias enjoyed a low real estate 
tax rate for many years, and 
that taxes still are comparable 
to tther cities of the same 
size in the new budget. They 
will renicin lower than other 
neighU)ring Tldewa^r cities. 

Taxes on real estate are to 
be assessed on 60 per cent of 
true value now instead of the 
old 36 per cent, and a study 
is also underway that will un- 
doubtedly raise the value of 
much real estate by January 1, 
1969. 

Debt service tothelar?ebond 
iloated in the past two 
years accounts for a large 
chunk of the new budget, as 
well as pay increases for all 
city eiqplovei&s, including a 
two-step increase for police, 
and the hiring of 100 new 
teachers. New police officers, 
24 of them, will also be hired. 
The Department of Public 
Works shows a great increase 
to deai^ith all the new streets 
and service added in recent 
years. 

Few departments show a de- 
crease in expenditures in the 
new budget, and they are almost 
insignificant, when compared to 
the increases. 

The school budget Is "very 
tight", according to Supt, E, 
E, Brickell, But he said he 
iSiplesiBed wlththe $6,000 start- 
ing salary for new teachers 
next year. This Is higher than 
Norfolk and the same as all 
other Tidewater cities. The 
maximum salary is $10,080, 
with most teachers gettlne as 



much as $780 to $1,280 in-j 
crease, far more ttian neigh-: 
boring cities. 

Extra pay steps and fringe 
benefits sought by the Virginia 
Beach Education Assocation 
were not put In the budget, 
but Brickell said he thought 
the budget was 'adequate", 
with '-no fat". 

Brickell had earlier hoped to 
eliminate all secondary school 
supplementary fees, but n6ted 
that this would have cost $13,000 
and was Impossible this year. 
Elementary fees, totaling

Hatchett presents 
budget to Citi^ Coun- 
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Besides formally receiving 
the giant-sized 1968-69 budget, 
Virginia- Beach City Council 
moved swiftly Moncby through 
a long and important docket. 

Altliough a few questions 
were raised. Council okayed 
the start of construction on a 
temporary charter boatmarina 
at Rudee Inlet, presumably to 
be in operation this summer. 
The contract for the work was 
awarded to Hunt Construction 
Co., for $14,500, after the city 
negotiated an earlier bid down 
from $17,500. Originally the 
structure was estimated to be 
built for $10,000. A question 
was raised concerning how the 
yhid was reduced so sharply 
but was not answered. 

The other main question was 
wh^er the Erosion Commiss- 
ion will be able to finish the 
dreeing of the Rudee channel 
In Ume for the facility to be 
useful this year. City Manager 
W. Russell Hatchett, said he 
had assurances that the channel 
would be finished in time, but 
that a guarantee was impossible 
worldng with the ocean. A 
spokesman for the Erosion 
dommission also confirmed 
Hatehett's remarks. 

The construction was app- 
roved after Council changed 
zoning in the area to allow 
for a marina. 

A request for campgrounds 
off StMve Drive and bordering 
Uke Smith was finally app- 
roved with numerous restric- 
tions to guarantee no use of 
the lake by campers. A seven 
day limit was imposed on 
campers and no storage of camp 
trailers or the like was per- 
mitted. Councilmen reserved 
the right to revoke the zoning 
cittnge for Uie campground if 
it becomes a traffic problem 
or if it becomes unsightly.

Tliere is an eiectionic Ut 
vice on the market In Virginia 
Beacb for mouthing on (iii;sh- 
boards pr sun visors to de- 
tect radar. The advice of Pa- 
trolman W.W. Taylor, traffic 
officer, is, "ForKet it." 

Taylor is the man who knows. 
He conflscated of the little 
items last Thursday, the day 
before one turned up in the 
hands of a police officer in 
Norfolk. 

First of all they are illegal. 
Mere possession of any type 
of radar-detecting device is 
punishable %y a fine of up to 
$100. Secondly they are expen- 
sive. The price tag ranges from 
about §30 to S40, accorfling 
to Taylor, Thirdly they are 
noisy. They set up a terrific 
static racket the driver must 
bear while he speeds. And last 
of all, they don't work. 

The little monsters are set 
to one radar frequency. The 
trouble is all r^lar sets arc 
not set to one frequency and if 
the set varies the slightest 
bit, it won't work anyway. Vir- 
ginia Beac!h radar is the direct 
beam type. It can detect a 
speeding car before the de- 
tector detects radar. Radar 
sets get a speeder traveling 
in either direction. The little 
detector only handles one way, 

Taylor and another traffic 
, on the confiscated gadget. It 



was ineffective in all 15 tests, 
policeman ran a series of tests 
under all types of road condi- 
tions, according to T-aylor. 
Even if it did buzz, radar had 
already been effective. 

'■It's also dangerous," said 
Taylor. "The driver has a false 
sense of security. First of all, 
he's breaking the law by speed- 
ing, but he is also confident 
about it, while he's making it 
dangerous on the other driver." 
Within a few feet of a given 
radar set, the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN determined that the de- 
tertor does indeed work, but 
30 feet away, all that could be 
ht-ard w|a; ji mass.jif static, 
and radar would have been more 
than effective by that time. 
Taylor said he knows of sev- 
eral that have bet-n sold, but 
that he is not going out to 
look for them. He said he Is 
hopeful the ouners of the de- 
tectors will realize they own 
a useless piece of equipment 
and get it off their cars before 
they are found. 

"We usually find the things 
when we stop someone oil a- 
nother violation," said Taylor. 
He added that the one last week 
was found after the driver was 
stopped for speeding. . .through 
radar, 

"The simplest way to beat 
radar is to watch your speed- 
ometer." •'

If ypu would like to see the 
amphitheater scheduled to be 
built in Virginia Beach finished 
before-say 1970, there is only 
one thing to do. Throw out more 
garbaee. 

It's kind of hard to believe, 
but the city of Virginia Beach 
has just released the results 
of a reiKirt that has to be called 
unique. The only way to find 
out how long it will take to 
gather enough garbage together 
to fill up the garbage disposal 
area off Bonney Road near Ind- 
ependence Boulevard enough for 
the amphitheater to be ready 
was to take a survey, yes a 
survey, of garbage. And this 
survey of garbafge turned up 
some rather startling facts. 

On a given route in the city 
on a given collectiori day.a single 
truck picked up 7,960 pounds 
of gart>age, including, that is, 
the weight of the cans. This 
represented a total of 367 resid- 
ential stops, averaging about 
25 seconds per stop for a total 
of 155 minutes. In this time the 
collectors serviced 737 garbage 
cans of the 931 owped by tlie 
residenfcji Seems a few folks 



The next part of the survey 
must have been tl^e worst to 
take. The materials had to be 
separated and weighed. Here is 
the 'breakdown: Paper, 820 
pounds (.27.2 per '•m" Cans. 
520 pounds (17.2 i •».'«); 
Glass, 400 pounds (13.2 per 
cent); Garbage, -1,020 pounds 
(33,8 per cent); Rags, 80 pounds 
(2.6 per cent); Plastics, 60 
pounds (2.0 per cent); and Other 
(including rul)ble), 120 pounds 
(4,6 per cent). 

Further broken down that 
conies out to 5,22 pounds of 
garbage per person, per collec- 
tion per household. How about 
that'.' That's 21,92 pounds per 
household with each garbage can 
weighing in at 10.8 pounds with 
each household having 2.56 cans. 

IncidentaUy it took five min- 
ute* per household, including 
transportation time to gather 
that'interestinedata. 

Over a period of 24 days, 
from Oct. 16, 1967, through Nov. 
11, 1967, the city collected 
11,375,513 pounds of garbage 
of all kinds. All that added to 
the hill already under construc- 
tion for about a year changed

The idea of building an am- 
phitheater on the site is novel.

The budget appears to be a 
good one, realistically and 
tightly drawn, and one that will 
definitely serve our needs In 
the coming year, however 
barely. 

We only hope that other ave- 
nues can be opened by next 
year this time so that we do 
not face another giant tax hike.

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in Richmond

There is something very definitely new in 

. the Old Dominion. The General Assembly is 

creating .a new image, and the towns and 

cities of the Commonwealth may well take 

heart. But what is this new thing? 

The average age of a legislator is 47., 
Ten years ago it was 50. Only six members 
were born in the 1600s. Twenty-three of the 
140 members have been born since 1930, 
Thirty-three were born outside of Virginia. 
One is a Negro. Twenty House members (20 
|jer cent) are RepubTIcafiS. Six of the 40 
Senators are Republicans (15 per cent). But 
fl)e Republicans aren't obstructionists. They 
are quite solid citizens. 
/ And the nice part of it all, is that the 
Whole works is made up of Virginians, bent 
in general upon restoring the state to a 
place oT4eadership in the nation— a leader- 
ship that began fading after the Common- 
wealth had supplied the nation's president;; 
for 32 years of Its first 36 yt-ars of existence. 

Urban places may expect to occupy a higher 
place in the General Assembly's thinking 
as time goes on. Even the most rural of 



representatives are now expsriencing the 
growth of urban places within their districtSj^ 
And this will continue as Virginia continues 
to grow at a rate greater*! than that of the 
nation. 

The legislators are better educated and 
better Informed. They need more staff work, 
mare intimate information. And they're moving 
to get that. The Planning Division of the 
Governor's Office, established only in 1966, 
' will soon be providing all local officials with 
l5ener data on nnich to base decisloia.Tl«HS 
are a-buildin| everywhere, and other forms 
of communications are picking up. 

All localities can pave the way to abetter 
future by making sure they are doing their 
best for all citizens, and doing it witt totM 
efficiency. They must take advantage )0f all 
available modern knowledge. Unless they do, 
a constantly better equipped legislature may 
force upon them some unwanted diaogw. 
After all, the State is sovereign. 

Cooperation beats coercion every time and^ 
be sure of this, many changes will b« «Mt 
by one or the o^er of these means.

It may be a wine cellar. 
It may be a tunnel. It may be 
a storage room. Anyway, de- 
spite earlier reports that none 
existed, there is an arch lead- 
ing somewhere from the north- 
east corner of the Adam 
Thoroughgood House. 

The opening u-as discovered 
a week ago, but it was kept 
secret until a presS conference 
Tuesday. 

Presently the opening is 
covered with boards to keep 
dirt from caving in under the 
house. The arch, made of brick, 
is about eight feet below the 
surface of the pail'lor. There 
is only about a two-foot crawl 
space under the foundation. 

"There is no doubt the floor 
has been changed," said Floyd 
Painter, archaeologist with the 
Norfolk Museum, who has done 
extensive digging around the 
house. No access to the arch 
has been found. 

Painter has been using a steel 
probe in hopes of tracing the 
path of the tunnel, if one is 
there, through the back yard. 
"We've put the probe down and 
hit it(?) at the same uniform 
depth angling toward the cove 
(Lynnhaven River)," Painter 
said. 

Whether or not the secret of 
t h e a r ch is-uncov£r«i4s^4thth» 
hands of the board of trustees 
of the Norfolk Museum. Their 
pernjission to continue the ex- 
ploration must be given. Then 
the Garden Club of Virginia 
will have to be contacted, since 
the route goes under the garden 
they planted behind the house. 

"We'll have to dig slowly 
and carefully," said Painter.

or •smuggling." 

He said there were quite 
a few' such tunnels in New 
England. "The people in New 
England were real smugglers." 
He pointed out that English 
taxes were high (pre-Revolu- 
tion), and many colonist$- 
smuggled goods to avoid payiOR 
them. He also said piracy was 
prevalent in this area. 

Earlier excavations have un- 
covered two wine cellars— one 
wooden and one brick— plus a 
circular excavation about nine 
feet in diameter and a six foot 
long trough that "looked like a 
grave but it was empty." 

"Almost every inch around 
this house has been disturbed 
by one person or another," 
commented Painter. 

There is no written history of 
the house, and information about 
it has been collected from 
diggings, word of mouth, etc. 
It is known, though, that Adam 
Thoroughgood was given 5,300 
.. acres of land by the king for 
bringing indentured servants to 
the colonies. He himself came 
to Virginia at the age of 17 
as an indentured servant. 

Although he was from a 
well-to-do family, he was the 
seventh son, and only the oldest 
son was in the line of inher- 
itance in those days. His home 
-here-4s-believed to have been^ — 
built in 1635, and Thoroughgood . 
still occupied it in 1781. 

The Thoroughgood House is 
located in Bayside Borough, but 
it is owned by the City of Norfolk 
and is on the Norfolk Tour.

Brighten Yards with Azaleas 



All across Virginia Beach, 
azaleii berald the arrival of 
sprlogll^o other plant produce 
so vivid and stowy a spring 
display as the azalea when com - 
jjletely clwJced in bloom. With- 
in the next few weeks, azaleas 
will be painting the local land- 
scape Witt masses of breath- 
taking color. Every Virginia 
Beach yard and garden should 
have azaleas - even if it entails 
time and trouble in preparing 
soil and providing ideal grow- 
ing conditions. 

Follow these five poiptsi(»*len 
setting out azaleas: (1) Soil must 
contain sufficient humus. Peat 
moss or rotted hardwood leaves 
mixed with topsoil are good 
materials to use. (2) Soil must 
be acid. Azaleas will not grow 
in neutral or alkaline soil. (3) 
Soil must be friable; it should 
never be pasty or stiff. Any 
soil which hardens when dry 
is unsuitable. (4) Good drain- 
age, is a must. If soil is poor- 
ly drained or waterlogged, it 
is useless to attempt to grow 
azaleks. (5) To ensure good 
drainage, set azaleas a little 
higher than they were growing 
in the nursery. The part of 
the main stem that was under- 
ground is evident by its dark- 
er color. Cover soil around 
plants with about 3 inches of 
mulch such sGs pine straw. Let 
them get a good start before 
fertilizing. A, little fertiliser 
goes a long way. Azaleas can 
be' killed with fertilizer by ap- 
plying too much. A special aza- 
lea fertilizer will help create 
an acid soil condition. Just 
follow directions carefully. City 
water may contain enough lime^ 
to neutralize the soil acidity 
in a few waterings. In such 
cases, it is advisable to apply 
small amounts of aluminum sul- 
phate at monthly intervals dur- 
ing the summer. 

Keep in mind that azaleas 
need water during dry periods - 
both summer and winter. Too 
many people forget this. 



Camellias are excellent com- 
panion plants and ideal for use 
behind azaleas^ They both like 
acid soil and appreciate grow- 
ing in a slight shade. Showy 
aimuals and perennials such as 
daylilles, phlox, Shasta daisies, 
chrysanthemums, zinnias and 
marigolds may be planted in 
among azaleas and will bloom 
long after the azaleas are gone. 

When planting azaleas around 
a foundation, care must be taken 
to dig out all litter and mortar 
that may have been teft4^M)>e 
builders. Such material can 
create too alkaline a soil con- 
dition for good azalea and cam- 
ellia growth. Select colors Oiat 
harmonize with the background 
wall color. If th^ building is 
dark, use azaleas of light-col- 
ored blooms. White is lost a- 
gainst white. A home of red 
brick needs white, rose or pink 
azaleas—never purple tints that 
clash with the brick. If you 
want some of the vibrant hot- 
orange shades, isolate them 
from the reds, lavenders and 



pinks. Or place the oranges 
away in a planting of their 
own and give them a few white 
neighboring plants for cool con- 
trast. 

If you have more time than 
money, consider buying azalea 
"liners." These are the small 
bundles of bare-root plants, 
reasonably priced.oWith proper 
care, liners grow into large, 
showy specimens within a few 
years. They are useful in de- 
veloping new properties, where 
many small shrute often are 
planted for future landscape 
effects. 

Azaleas can1)e moved at any 
season of the year, although 
most growers recommend 
spring planting. The next few 
weeks are ideal. The main thing 
to remember is t6 plant them 
shallow and apply ample water 
around their roots the first 
few months.

Azaleas look their best when 
grouped in masses and drifts. 
By i^roper color and size selec- 
tion, you can create tiers or 
mounds of harmonious spring 
color in your yard. Azaleas 
cannot be beat to define a b^- 
der or yard which needs the 
feeling of enclosure. Avoid 
sti-aight lines of plantings, but 
group plants into fat colonies. 
Well-tended azaleas will thrive 
even on steep inclines. If you 
h^ve a bank in the back of your 
houjse, you can cover it with 
azaleas.

Air Gross Roots 

The roots of bluegrass, fine 
fescue and other lawngrasses 
"breathe" just like the leaves. 
Most soils contain nearly 20% 
air, suched into the pore spaces 
as water drains. The oxygen 
is used by the roots for normal 
growing processes. 



Here are the answers to your 
garden Questions.

Q. When should I prune 
roses? - Mrs. A.J., Acredale 

A. Right now. February is 
usually the preferred month ' 
in this area, but some rose 
growers like to wait until 
March. My own experience has 
proven that waiting until now 
may help avoid winterkill from 
a late freeze. If you have not 
pruned your roses, it needs 
to be done now. Remember 
that roses bloom only on new 
growth. They should be pruned 
back to about 8 to 12 inches 
above ground, to allow plenty 
of new growth for blooms. 

Q. I think my evergreens 
may have red spider mites. 
How can I tell for sure and 
what do I doaboutit?-J.D.N.v 
Birdneck 

A. Evergreens can be dam- 
aged by red spider mites any 
time during the growing sea- 
son. Check once a month by 
taping branches over a white' 
piece of p^er. Crawling mites 
appear as moving specks of 
dust on the white sheet. Spray 
your evergreens at once with 
any good broad control spray 
and repeat again in 30 days. 

Q. I have lots of chickweed 
In my lawn. How cwv 1 get 
ridofit?-T.W.,Alanton 

A. Chickweed is a problem 
in the Tidewater area, especi- 
ally in shaded lawns. Spray 
at once with a turf weed kill- 
er. Chickweed is difficult to 
kill and a second spraying in 
30 days is recommended. I 
like a hose-end sprayer, avail- 
able at any^ garden store. Be 
sure to hold it close to the 
ground so the spray does not 
blow onto adjacent shrubs or 
flowers, since it will kill shrubs 
and flowers if it gets on them.

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FEED ROSES. Hoses should 
be fed monthly between the 
start of their growing season 
in early March, through mid- 
September. Now is the time 
to begin, by putting one half 
to one cup of a special rose 
food around each of your plants, 
llie newer rose foods contain 
a systemic insect control that 
will eliminate aphids and^ 
thrips— two rose pests.

If you do not 
have natural pine straw readi- 
ly available, you can buy it- 
er try one of the pine bark 
mulches available locally. Pine 
iMurk mulch is esj^ially at- 
tractive in planterS|around pat- 
ios, etc.

Headed t>y Ist Lt. Cleaa. 
Miller, ACS "tries to move into 
any area where an ArmyfUnily 
has problems," said Lt. Miller. 

One of the services oiteted 
is financial counseling. Lt. 
Miller is the Army Emergency 
Relief Officer at Ft. Story, 
and provides the counseling that 
determines whether a family 
will receive a loan, which must 
be repaid, or a grant from ACS. 
The Service office has already 
distributed $4,000 in loans and 
grants this year, according to 
Lt. Miller. 

"Most of the money we handle 
is in the form of loans," he 
explained. "For emergency 
medical or funeral expenses, 
for example. Or when a wife's 
allotment check has failed to 
arrive on time. That money is 
paid back to us.*"

There is do question of die 
women of the L^ies Auxiliary 
wanting to st^pport the men in 
continued growth and operatioQ 
of the department. Chief Sauer 
said the ladles, by means of 
various projects, presented the 
department with a $1,000 check 
two years ago, plus another 
$1,000 donation recently to be 
used towards the purchase of 
a later model, better equiw)- 
ed ambulance. 

The main cause of fires on 
the island is two-fold, accord- 
ing to ^auer, consisting of grass 
or woods fires as the result 
of lightning or careless smok- 
ers. This is another reason 
behind the need for a large 
tanker truck, to enable the men 
to have enough water on hand 
to prevent any such fires from 
reaching homes or barns on the 
island. 

Suprisingly, residential fires 
are not prevalent on the island. 
Chief Sauer attributes this to 
a good fire prevention program. 
Sauer told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN, "School fire, drills and 
prevention are practiced both 
by students and teachers, and 
our people, perhaps since they, 
Uye in a rural area are more 
conscious of the dangers of 
qJ_ fire thus practice fire preveni- 
tiotf more than those In urban 
areas". This is borne out by 
the repprt of only one house 
fire within the last six months. 

A very unique operation of 
the Knotts Island Fire Dept. 
is the formation of a "Junior 
Fire Patrol". This utilizes the 
young people of the island who 
^ are issued cards bearing the 



Of the various volunteer fire 
departmrats serving residents 
of the city of Virginia Beach, 
the KiKitts Island Volunteer Fire 
Department Is perhaps the most 
unique of tile tffiits. 

Knotts Island Volunteers are 
responsible for the protection of 
residents completely surround- 
ed by water with the exertion 
of a small causeway linking 
the "Island" with the Virginia 
Beach "mainland". 

In 1962 a small group of 
men who lived on the island 
gathered in a diner operated 
by George Sauer and felt they 
should form an organized fire 
department fbr protection of 
the island's inhabitants of the 
island. Until that time the is- 
land, although one fire engine 
was available, depended entire- 
ly upon whoever could be 
summoped to the scene of a 
Are. Sauer, who had previous 
e]q>erience with fire fighting 
units in California, New York, 
and the U. S. Navy, was elected 
president of the, unit. He was 
able to obtain support of 18 
men to form the nucleus of 
an organized "volunteer fire 
fighting unit". 

A search fbr a headquarters 
building site was started in 
- 1963. Donaian Jcumey 
Creeds, learned of the search 
and donations of money and 
material, along with untold man 
hours of volunteer labor, the 
present headquarters building 
was constructed.

Dolglns served as secretary 
of the group firom 1955 to 1957, 
and was president of ttie So- 
ciety from 1958 to '59 during 
which time she was also elec- « 
ted a lay director for the Vir- 
ginia Division of the American 
Cancer Society— the first time 
anyone from Princess Anne or 
Virginia Beach had been elected 
to the Board of Directors, 

"Frbm the very first," she ' 
went on, "when my office was 
a desk In the corner of my 
l>edroom, we were a community 
service organization— pre- 
paring bandages and loainlng 
out beds." 

One of the first unwritten 
laws of the Society is that 
none of their services— either 
beds or bandages or the trans- 
portation service for Virginia 
Beach cancer patients to Nor- 
folk for treatment— be identi- 
fied as coming from the So- 
ciety. 

"One of our first members," 
said Mrs. Dolgins, "was arfoc- 
tor who told us that 75 p<T 
cent. of his cancer patients 
didn't know what they were 
suffering from. Their famines 
hadn't told them. And we never 
want to be responsible for let- 
ting someone know tie has c^-

cer when for his .jown peace 
of mind, he shouldn't know. 
So we never use the Society's 
nanie on any of the- articles 
we send out to families who 
need help. People can come 
to us for assistance without 
being afraid that we'll give 
away clues that the help is 
coming irom the Cancer So— ^ 
ciety." 

In 1959, the Cancer Society 
withdrew from the United Com- 
munity Fund which had taken 
the place of the Community 
Chest. 

"Every dollar we make a- 
bove operating costs," Mrs. 
Dolgins continued, "goes to- 
warrf cancer research on a 



national level." ' 
^This year's Crusade is the 
first time that Mrs. Dolgins 
has been involved In the fund- 
raising side of the Society. 
She added that there are two 
cot|^unlty services she would 
like to see her residential com- 
mittees accomplish this April: 
to :>' I that every home re- 
ceives a copy of the Society's 
seven danger signals for can- 
cer and to make more families 
aware of the services ihe So- 
ciety can offer them. 



"If service is the heart of 
our society, then educating the 
public to cancer is the So- 
€i*ty*s mind," said Mrs. Dol- 
gins. "There won't be one an- 
swer to cancer, as in the Salk 
vaccine for polio; there are 
so many varieties of the dU 
sease. Our chief weapon right 
Tiowi^ education, so that people 
will be aware of the warning 
signals and have themselves 
examined before it is too late 
to help them." 

Estelle Dolgins, who handles 
almost single-handedly the 
home office of Southern Safe 
Company, which she and her 
husband own, who keeps up 
with her son's^fflllege^actlvi*- 
tjps at Lynchburg, who is and 
has been one of the most ac- 
tive people around In civic af- 
fairs, is frustrated by women 
who tell her they are "too 
busy with bridge or social 
clubs" to help in the Cancer 
Crusade. , 

"In Bayside we are really 
desperate for women to help 
us," she said. "In most pla- 
ces we have had wonderful re- 
spOT^e. But It's not really a 
matter of being too busy to 
help us," she went on. "It
